RED CHINA INVADES TIBET; List Up 


Communist China gave a welcome boost 
to sagging stock prices today when it sent 27 
divisions into Northern Tibet. Leaders in the 
market surge included: Rejected Missile Ex- 
port Corp, Amalgamated Surplus Machine 
Guns, Consolidated Overseas Fiestonable Ma- 
terials, and Kaplooey Chemicals
